Senate Ranking Committee say s 
many defenae plants and some 
communities built during World 
War 2 will be discarded because 
of radical changes in sizes and 
designs of modern weapons. 
"None of our ex isiting plants, 
either old or relativ ely new, arc 
structurally capable of handling 
effcientlv the greatly increased 
size and weight of many of our 
new defense products." the com­ 
mittee said y esterday In a 9 1- 
page report 
to the Senate. It 


"New methods of warfare -such 
as atomic weapons and other 
guided missiles will place impacts 
on localities that nev er had them 
in World War 2, as well as the lo­ 
cation of new plants for v aried de­ 
fense production." 
The committee urged speedy ap­ 


prov al of a pending $1,500,000,000 
defense housing bill which it said 
was needed to prov ide liv ing quar­ 
ters for workers in these project­ 
ed new plants. 
More than $25,000,000,000 was 
spent on plants by priv ate and 
gov ernment agencies during World 
War II, the report said, adding 
that many of these will not fit 
into the new defense efforts. 
As one widely known ex ample 
the committee cited the construc­ 
tion needs of one phase of the de­ 
fense program—the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission’s Sav annah riv er 
project in South Carolina. 
In addition to plants on a 250,- 
000 acre reserv ation, the report 
said, housing must be prov ided for 
some 35,000 temporary workers 
who will do the construction. Later 
some 6 ,000 permanent workers, 
who with families and serv ices will 
total 30,000, must be housed.

Mahwah, N. J., March 31 (A*) - 
The charred bodies of a man and 
j woman were found in a flaming 
cottage last night and police be­ 
lieve they died by murder and 
suicide. 
Fifty yards from the cottage 
stood the blood stained automobile. 
A note tied to the steering wheel 
read: "Kindly get in touch with 
our rich Mammon obsessed rela­ 
tives." 
(Mammon is a mythological fig­ 
ure who worshipped money).

stamped signature of Dr. Rolf 
Hoffman, a New York psycho­ 
analy st. 
Capt. E. J.''Thompson, acting 
chief of Bergen county detectives, 
said police are reasonably certain 
the bodies are those of Hoffman 
and his wife, Gusta, a sculptress. 
The Hoffmans lived in a New 
York city penthouse apartment 
(6 5 E. 93rd street). 
The cottage rented by John 
Knox Jessup, chairman of the 
board of editors of Fortune mrga- 
zine, burned to the ground during 
a heavy rainstorm last night. 
Beflev e Man Murderer 
Thompson said he and the two 
others investigating the deaths 
were convinced that Hoffman mur­ 
dered his wife in the car. He re­ 
constructed the tragedy as fol­ 
lows : 
Hoffman and his wife got out of 
the car in which they had been 
drinking wine from a straw cov­ 
ered bottle. They entered the car 
again. 
The 
psychiatrist 
struck 
his 
wife over the head with a ham­ 
mer and also stabbed her with a 
pair of heavy shears, believed to 
be the type used to cut metal. He 
then dragged his wife into the 
cabin and took from the car a 
five gallon can of gasoline. 
Thqn, either he shot himself, 
or else there might have been 
an explosion as he ignited gaso­ 
line which he spread around the 
cabin. 
A daylight inspection of the 
car showed the windows to be 
completely splattered with blood 
and there was a pool of blood

The cutbacks have been cautious 
so far, he said, partly because de­ 
fense leaders want to avoid wide­ 
spread layoffs. These would scat­ 
ter the labor force in industries 
which later will be loaded wifh de­ 
fense work. 
Clay forecasts a strong showing 
through the next three months by 
passenger car producers despite 
the one-flfth reduction In steel. 
The bulk of needed materials al­ 
ready is on hand, he explained. 
Clay's decision to quit Washing­ 
ton was announced yesterday. He 
was one of the two special assist­ 
ants to Charles E. Wilson, director 
, of the Office of Defense Mobiliza­ 
tion. The other is financier Sidney 
Weinberg. 
Back to Industry 
Clay will 
resume the board 
chairmanship of Continental Can 
Co., New York, from which he 
took leave in December. 
He re­ 
ceived Wilson’s thanks for an "out­ 
standing contribution" to defense. 
His departure was expected to 
! ease Wilson’s problem of making 
j peace with organized labor.

Washington, March 31 (flñ—The 
Senate Ranking Committee say» 
many defense plants and some 
communities built during World 
War 2 will be discarded because 
of radical changes in sizes and 
designs of modern weapons. 
“None of our exisiting plants, 
either old or relatively new. are 
structurally capable of handling 
effcientlv the greatly increased 
siyc and weight of many of our 
new defense products.” the com­ 
mittee said yesterday in a 91- 
page report to the Senate. It 
added: 
“New methods of warfare such 
aa atomic weapons and other 
guided missiles will place impacts 
on localities that never had them 
in World War 2. as well as the lo­ 
cation of new plants for varied de­ 
fense production.’’ 
The committee urged speedy ap­ 


proval of a pending $1,500,000,000 
defense housing bill which it said 
was needed to provide living quar­ 
ters for workers in these project­ 
ed new plants. 
More than $25,000,000,000 was 
spent on plants by private and 
government agencies during World 
War II, the report said, adding 
that many of these will not fit 
into the new defense efforts. 
As one widely known example 
the committee cited the construc­ 
tion needs of one phase of the de­ 
fense program—the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission’s Savannalf river 
project in South Carolina.

Believe Man Murderer 
Thompson said he and the two 
others investigating the deaths 
were convinced that Hoffman mur­ 
dered his wife in the car. He re­ 
constructed the tragedy as fol­ 
lows : 
Hoffman and his wife got out of 
the car in which they had been 
drinking wine from a straw cov­ 
ered bottle. They entered the car 
again.

mer and also stabbed her with a 
pair of heavy shears, believed to 
be the type used to cut metal.

Try to Prostrvo Your Old Lawn 
An old lawn is mu ch simpter to care for than a new one so only as a 
last resort remake a lawn. The lawn shou ld be raked ov er early and 
top-dressed with a good chemical fertilizer su ch as 10-6-4 at the rate 
of 10 pou nds to 100 squ are feet of lawn area. 
Mix the fertilizer with peat 'and perhaps some soil. As soon as the 
lawn has dried it shou ld be rolled and u nev en spots filled in. Nev er 
pu t soil on top of these areas bu t remov e the sod and fill u nderneath 
with the soil. 
As the grass starts to grow the lawn shou ld be mowed. Use a sharp 
lawn mower and keep it well oiled so that it will ru n easily . 
In thin spots, loosen the soil with a spading fork by breaking it in 
opposite directions to a depth of 8 inches and add a mix tu re of one- 
third soil, one-third peat moss and one-third sand to which fertilizer 
has been aded at the rate of 5 pou nds to 100 squ are feet. 
• Seed these areas with 2 pou nds of seed for ev ery 1000 squ are feet of 
lawn area bu t not u ntil after the soil is warm, so that the seeds will 
germinate at once. 
In worn areas patching is the best method of repair. Start with a 
rectangu lar area and set in squ ares of tu rf taken from in front of the 
shru bbery borders or other locations. This will soon grow together 
and no sign of the patch will remain. A well-managed lawn is a sou rce 
of pleasu re u nequ aled by any other garden ty pe.

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TAX ON SAVINGS 
The Ho use Way s and Means Co mmittee 
has been serio usly co nsidering a tax o n sav ­ 
ings by means o f a lev y o n mutual sav ings 
banks and sav ings and lo an asso ciatio ns. 
The co mmittee will meet immediately 
after the return o f Co ngress to Washingto n 
o n April 2 to put their tax pro gram # ln 
final fo rm and are ex pected to repo rt it o ut 
at an early date thereafter. Whether a tax 
o n sav ings will be included is no t kno wn 
but the po ssibility is o f great public inter­ 
est, especially in New Yo rk State. 
A tax o f this so rt is certain to disco ur­ 
age sav ings and lead to withdrawals fo r 
current spending, since it inev itably must be 
lev ied o n the small earnings o f the small 
sav ers, who at present earn o n the av erage 
o f o nly two per cent return o n their depo sits. 
A tax o n sav ings banks wo uld fall mo st 
heav ily o n the peo ple o f New Yo rk State, 
where depo sits in the mutual sav ings banks 
represent fifty -eight per cent o f all mutual 
sav ings bank depo sits in the co untry . Fur­ 
thermo re, these depo sits represent the sav ­ 
ings o f 7,440,000 perso ns, o r better than 
fifty per cent o f the po pulatio n o f the state. 
The av erage amo unt o n depo sit is o nly 
$1,5Q0. It is estimated that fifty per cent o f 
the sav ings bank depo sito rs make less than 
$3,000 per y ear; so o n all co unts this is a 
tax o n tho se in the lo wer inco me brackets 
and will penalize them fo r their thrift. 
The tax wo uld also co nflict with the 
policy 
o f the law o f New Yo rk State, which is that 
the sav ings banks maintain a ten per pent 
surplus ratio as a pro tectio n to the sav er. 
Thus, as depo sits go up, a share o f earn­ 
ings must be added to surplus, and, with 
mo st sav ings banks pay ing a two per cent 
rate, they hav e J ust abo ut been able to main­ 
tain the mandato ry surplus requirements. 
With a federal tax , either rates to deqpslto rs 
o r surplus requirements wo uld hav e to be 
mo dified, bo th to the detriment o f the de­ 
po sito r, since all net earnings accrue to the 
depo sito rs’ benefit either in interest pay - 
fhents o r pro tectio n o f their sav ings—and 
the burden o f the tax wo uld fail o n the 
people 
o f New Yo rk State. 
The pro po sal is being v igo ro usly o ppo sed 
b y the sav ings banks fo r the abo v e reaso ns 
and because such a tax is directly o ppo sed 
to the entire so cial co ncept o f sav ings bank­ 
ing—the pro mo tio n o f thrift amo ng, and the 
safeguarding o f the sav ings o f, peo ple o f 
mo derate means.

LAWLESSNESS AND THE LAW 
The Kefauver in vestigation it importan t an d 
should be con tin ued so that the character of d ual 
govern men t can be ex posed . But the question must 
arise as to what can be d on e about this sord id 
busin ess. 
The public is n o more again st a bet than it was 
again st a d rin k d urin g prohibition an d while we 
might establish laws again st bettin g or to make 
bettin g more d ifficult, we must watch out that we 
d o n ot move in to an other prohibition situation d ur­ 
in g which the marriage between lawlessn ess an d 
govern men t was con summated . 
Certain problems n eed to be con sid ered n ot on ly 
from the stan d poin t of our d isgust with the mean ­ 
faced gan gsters whom we saw or television , but 
also from the broad er position of main tain in g our 
free In stitution s an d con sitution al govern men t. 
For in stan ce, I d o n ot thin k that the telephon e 
compan y should be a law en forcemen t agen cy an y 
more than a Woolworth store should be a law en ­ 
forcemen t agen cy . If Erickson or Costello or an y 
of their kin d apply for telephon es, the telephon e 
compan y should n ever have the right to reject their 
application on groun d s of moral turpitud e. That is 
a fun ction of the law, n ot of a private busin ess. 
Whatever crimes these men commit are their 
crimes, an d for them they should be prosecuted in 
courts of law, in an open trial, In accord an ce with 
the Con stitution . The men are guilty , n ot the me­ 
chan ical d evices they use. 
It will in n o man n er lessen gamblin g n or the 
power of gamblers to restrict their use of the tele­ 
phon e or the mails. They will fin d mean s to con ­ 
vey their d ata, Just as the Commun ists in this 
coun try got their In struction s by read in g certain 
d isptches in n ewspapers, the sen d ers an d recipien ts 
of which were in n ocen t. The astute crimin al an d 
con spiratorial min d can d evise mean s for Meetin g 
d ifficult situation s. 
„ „ J 
This problam is on e of law en forcemen t. In fed ­ 
eral cases, that is, in those in volvin g activities in 
in terstate commerce, the Departmen t of Justice is 
respon sible for law en forcemen t. I am n ot as wor­ 
ried about gamblin g as about d ope ped d lin g or the 
importation of haroin , marijuan a an d similar d rugs 
that weaken our population . 
The gan gsters that 
an gage in such busin ess should be prosecuted . 
The fact that they may uae telephon es or the 
malls in their busin ess should n ot be con sid ered an y 
more than that they use chairs an d tables. What 
we n eed to d o is to pun ish these men an d to pun ish 
them with the full force of the law. 
On the local level, it is the people who are really 
at fault. As lon g as on ly 50 per cen t of the Ameri­ 
can s en titled to elect officials vote on Election Day . 
the voice of the people is n ot makin g Itself heard 
in this coun try . 
When local law en forcemen t of­ 
ficers an d even , jud ges are kn own by their n eigh­ 
bors to be un fit men an d y et are elected y ear after 
y ear, respect for the law will n ot be very high. 
We fact, therefore, a problem in fun d amen tals. 
The real crimin als are the local officials. The real 
culprits are the people who vote for crooks, kn ow­ 
in g them to be crooks, or who d o n ot vote at all 
an d thereby gsU their own govern men ts to the com­ 
bin ation of gan gsters an d public officials. 
Un til the peopls of this coun try recogn ize their 
own respon sibility , n o n ew legislation will have an y 
valus. 
Actually , there are plen ty of god laws on 
ths statute books which are n ot en forced . 
When 
Abn er (Lon g!# ) Zwlllman risked citation for con ­ 
tempt, when asked to list those politician s to 
whom he had con tributed , he put the whole posi­ 
tion clearly . He ad mitted thereby that it would in ­ 
crimin ate him an d the politician s if the people saw 
ths pattern of association between those en gaged 
or who had been en gaged In un d erworld activities 
an d public officials.

Lawlessn ess It our abid in g sin as a people, an d 
our graatsst d an ger Is that govern men t will col­ 
lapse altogsthsr if it has n ot alread y d on e so in 
n ign y areas of American Ufe. Turn in g the FBI in ­ 
to a n ation al pollce-force will n ot solve this prob­ 
lem, for the worst of It remain s on the local level

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
Ntarly tvery phy sician has treated patien ts with 
on e or more of the followin g d iseases—peptic ulcer, 
high blood pressure, poor muscular heart an d heart 
murmurs. Phy sician s have learn ed how to size up 
these patien ts asid e from an y sy mptoms of the 
d isease for whch they have con sulted them. An d , 
while the emotion al make-up of the patien t affects 
the d isease an d the phy sician s kn ow that in man y 
cases the make-pp of the patien t may cause the 
d isease, they also kn ow that the make-up may n ot 
cause the d isease. 
In The New Zealan d Med ical Journ al. Dr. B. W. 
Murphy asks the three followin g question s: 1. Do 
emotion al d isturban ces en ter in to the causin g of 
high blood pressure? 2. Is there an y thin g specific 
or “special” about the person alities an d con flicts of 
high blood pressure patien ts? 3. Is the high blood 
pressure's emotion al state importan t from the stan d ­ 
poin t of treatm en t?

Dr. Murphy ’s observation s an d the opin ion s or 
other in vestigators would show that while emo­ 
tion al con flict can n ot be regard ed as the cause of 
high blood pressure, it has an in timate relation to 
the cause. Dr. Murphy d isagrees with statemen ts 
con cern in g a special ty pe of person ality as most 
likely or pron e to d evelop high blood pressure.

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TAX ON SAVINGS 
The House Ways and Means Committee 
has been seriously considering a tax on sav­ 
ings by means of a levy on mutual saving! 
banks and savings and loan associations. 
The committee will meet immediately 
after the return of Congress to Washington 
on April 2 to put their tax program *ln 
Anal form and are expected to report It out 
at an early date thereafter. Whether a tax 
on savings will be included is not known 
hut the possibility is of great public inter­ 
est. especially in New York State. 
A tax of this sort is certain to discour­ 
age savings and lead to withdrawals for 
current spending, since It inevitably must be 
levied on the small earnings of the small 
savers, who at present earn on the average 
of only two per cent return on their deposits. 
A tax on savings banks would fall most 
heavily on the people of New York State, 
where deposits in the mutual savings banks 
represent fifty-eight per cent of ail mutual 
savings bank deposits in the country. Fur­ 
thermore, these deposits represent the sav­ 
ings of 7,440,000 persons, or better than 
Afty per cent of the population of the state. 
The average amount on deposit is only 
$1,550. It is estimated that Afty per cent of 
the savings bank depositors make less than 
$3,000 per year; so on all counts this is a 
tax on those in the lower income brackets 
and will penalize them for their thrift. 
The tax would alto conAict with the policy 
of the law of New York State, which is that 
the savings banks maintain a ten per pent 
surplus ratio ss a protection to the saver. 
Thus, as deposits go up, a share of earn­ 
ings must be added to surplus, and, with 
most savings banks paying a two per cent 
rate, they have Just about been able to main­ 
tain the mandatory surplus requirements. 
With a federal tax, either rates to defpsitors 
or surplus requirements would have to be 
modiAed, both to the detriment of the de­ 
positor, since all net earnings accrue to the 
depositors' beneAt either in Interest pay- 
tents or protection of their savings—and 
the burden of the tax would fall on the people 
of New York State. 
The proposal is being vigorously opposed 
by the savings banks for the above reasons 
and because such a tax is directly opposed 
to the entire social concept of savings bank­ 
ing—the promotion of thrift among, and the 
safeguarding of the savings of, people of 
moderate means.

The public is no more against a bet than It was 
against a drink during prohibition and while we 
might establish laws against betting or to make 
betting more difficult, we must watch out that we 
do not move into another prohibition situation dur­ 
ing which the marriage between lawlessness and 
government wee consummated. 
Certain problems need to be considered not only 
from the standpoint of our disgust with the mean­ 
faced gangsters whom we taw on television, but 
•tet from the broader position of maintaining our 
free txtftltutions and consitutional government. 
For instance, I do not think that the telephone 
company should be a law enforcement agency any 
more than a Woolworth store should be a law en­ 
forcement agency. If Erickson or Costello or any 
of their kind apply for telephones, the telephone 
should never have the right to reject their 
■ 


Uon on grounds of moral turpitude. That is 
:km of the law, not of e private business. 
Whatever crimes these men commit are their 
crimes, and for them they should be prosecuted in 
courts of law, In an open trial, in accordance with 
the Constitution. The men are guilty, not the me­ 
chanical devices they use. 
It will in no manner lessen gambling nor the 
power of gamblers to restrict their use of the tele­ 
phone or the mails. They will find means to con­ 
vey their data, Just as the Communists in this 
country got their instructions by reading certain 
disptches In nffivapapert, the senders and recipients 
of which were Innocent. The astute criminal and 
conspiratorial mind can davis# means for Meeting 
difficult situations. 
This problem is one of law enforcement. In fed­ 
eral cases, that is, In those Involving activities In 
interstate commerce, the Department of Justice is 
responsible for law enforcement. I arn not aa wor­ 
ried about gambling aa about dope peddling or the 
importation of heroin, marijuana and similar drugs 
that weaken our population. 
The gangsters that 
engage in such business should be prosecuted. 
The fact that they may use telephones or the 
mails in their business should not btt consideredI any 
more than that they use chairs and tables. What 
we need to do is to punish these men and to punish 
them with the full force of the law. 
On the local level, It is the people who are really 
at fault, As long aa only 50 per cent of the Ameri­ 
cans entitled to a lect officials vote on Election Day, 
tho voice of the people ie not making Itself heard 
in this country. When local law enforcement of­ 
ficers and even. judges are known by their neigh­ 
bors to be unfit men and yet are elected year after 
year, respect for the law will not be very high. 
We fact, therefore, a problem In fundamentals. 
The real criminals are the local officials. The real 
culprits are the people who vote for crooks, know­ 
ing them to he crooks, or who do not vote at all 
and thereby doll their own governments to the com­ 
bination of gangsters and public officials. 
Until the people of this country recognize their 
own responsibility, no new legislation will have any 
value. Actually, thoro ar# plenty of |Od law* on 
the statute books which art not enforced. When 
Abner (Longlt) Zwillman risked citation for con­ 
tempt. when asked to bot tho## politic ans to 
whom he had contributed, he put the whole posi­ 
tion clearly. Ho admitted thereby that It would In­ 
criminate him and the politicians lf the people saw 
tho pattern of association between those engaged 
or who had boon engaged in underworld activities 
and public officials.

TAX ON SAVINGS 
The House Ways and Means Committee 
hat been seriously considering a tax on sav­ 
ings by means of a levy on mutual savings 
banks and savings and loan associations. 
The committee will meet immediately 
after the return of Congress to Washington 
on April 2 to put their tax program *ln 
final form and are expected to report it out 
at an early date thereafter. Whether a tax 
on savings will be included is not known 
but the possibility is of great public inter­ 
est, especially in New York State. 
A tax of this sort is certain to discour­ 
age savings and lead to withdrawals for 
current spending, since it inevitably must be 
levied on the small earnings of the small 
savers, who at present earn on the average 
of only two per cent return on their deposits. 
A tax on savings banks would fall most 
heavily on the people of New York State, 
where deposits in the mutual savings banks 
represent fifty-eight per cent of all mutual 
savings bank deposits in the country. Fur­ 
thermore, these deposits represent the sav­ 
ings of 7,440,000 persons, or better than 
fifty per cent of the population of the state. 
The average amount on deposit is only 
$1,5^0. It is estimated that fifty per cent of 
the savings bank depositors make less than 
$3,000 per year; so on all counts this is a 
tax on those in the lower income brackets 
and will penalize them for their thrift. 
The tax would also conflict with the policy 
of the law of New York State, which is that 
the savings banks maintain a ten per cent 
surplus ratio as a protection to the saver. 
Thus, as deposits go up, a share of earn­ 
ings must be added to surplus, and, with 
most savings banks paying a two per cent 
rate, they have Just about been able to main­ 
tain the mandatory surplus requirements. 
With a federal tax, either rates to deppsitors 
or surplus requirements would have to be 
modified, both to the detriment of the de­ 
positor, since all net earnings accrue to the 
depositors’ benefit either in interest pay* 
ifcents or protection of their savings—and 
the burden of the tax would fall on the people 
of New York State. 
The proposal is being vigorously opposed 
by the savings banks for the above reasons 
and because such a tax is directly opposed 
to the entire social concept of savings bank­ 
ing—the promotion of thrift among, and the 
safeguarding of the savings of, people of 
moderate means.

LAWLESSNESS AND THE LAW 
The Kefauver investigation is important and 
should be continued so that the character of dual 
government can be exposed. But the question must 
arise as to what can be done about this sordid 
business. 
The public is no more against a bet than it was 
against a drink during prohibition and while we 
might establish laws against betting or to make 
betting more difficult, we must watch out that we 
do not move into another prohibition situation dur­ 
ing which the marriage between lawlessness and 
government was consummated. 
Certain problems need to be considered not only 
from the standpoint of our disgust with the mean­ 
faced gangsters whom we saw on television, but 
also from the broader position of maintaining our 
free institutions and conaitutional government. 
For instance, I do not think that the telephone 
company should be a law enforcement agency any 
more than a Woolworth store should be a law en­ 
forcement agency. If Erickson or Costello or any 
of their kind apply for telephones, the telephone 
company should never have the right to reject their 
application on grounds of moral turpitude. That is 
a function of the law, not of a private business. 
Whatever crimes these men commit are their 
crimes, and for them they should be prosecuted in 
courts of law, in an open trial, In accordance with 
the Constitution. The men sre guilty, not the me­ 
chanical devices they use. 
It will in no manner lessen gambling nor the 
power of gamblers to restrict their use of the tele­ 
phone or the mails. They will find means to con­ 
vey thetr data, Just as tho Communists in this 
country got their Instructions by reading certain 
dlsptches In newspapers, the senders and recipients 
of which were innocent. The astute criminal and 
conspiratorial mind can devise means for Meeting 
difficult iltuations. 
This problem is one of law enforcement. In fed­ 
eral cases, that Is, in those Involving activities in 
interstate commerce, the Department of Justice ia 
responsible for law enforcement. Í am not as wor­ 
ried about gambling as about dope peddling or the 
importation of haroin, marijuana and similar drugs 
that weaken our population. The gangsters that 
engage in such business should be prosecuted. 
The fact that they may use telephones or the 
malls in their business should not be considered any 
more than that they use chairs and tables. What 
we need to do is to punish these men and to punish 
them with the full force of the law. 
On the local level, it is the people who are really 
at fault. As long as only B0 per cent of the Ameri­ 
cans entitled to elect officials vote on Election Day. 
the voice of the people is not making itself heard 
in this country. When local law enforcement of­ 
ficers and evén judges are known by their neigh­ 
bors to be unfit men and yet are elected year after 
year, respect for the law will not be very high. 
1 
We face, therefore, a problem in fundamental*. 
The real criminals are the local officials. The real 
culprits are the people who vote for crooks, know­ 
ing them to be crooks, or who do not vote at all 
and thereby dell their own governments to the com­ 
bination of gangsters and public officials. 
1 
Until the people of this country recognize their ¡ 
own responsibility, no new legislation will have any 
value. Actually, there are plenty of god laws on 
the statute books which are not enforced. When 
Abner (Longie) Zwlllman risked citation for con­ 
tempt, when asked to list those politicians to 
whom he had contributed, he put the whole posi­ 
tion clearlv. He admitted thereby that it would in­ 
criminate him and the politicians If the people saw , 
the pattern of association between those 
or who had been engaged in underworld activities 
and public officials. 
. 
Lawlessness is our abiding sin as a people, and 
our greatest danger I* that government will col­ 
lapse altogether if It has not already done so In 
mtny areas of American Ufe. Turning the Fill In­ 
to a national pollee-force will not solve this prob­ 
lem, for the worst of it remains on the local level 
where gangsters and officials are partners In the 
perpetuation of lawlessness. 
When we, each one of us, recognize this and act 
upon It, this camarilla of crooks, whether Inside or 
outside the Mafia, will cease to subvert this coun­ 
try. Passing new legislation of doubtful constitu­ 
tionality will not solve our problems; It will only 
ad more pages to our Jaw books.

That Body of Yours

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
Nearly every physician has treated patient* with 
one or more of the following diseases—-peptic ulcer, 
high blood pressure, poor muscular heart and heart 
murmurs. Physicians have learned how to size up 
these patients aside from any symptoms of the 
disease for whch they have consulted them. And, 
while the emotional make-up of the patient affects 
the disease and the physicians know that In many 
cases the make-up of the patient may cause the 
disease, they also know that the make-up may not 
cause the disease. 
In The New Zealand Medical Journal, Dr. B. W. 
Murphy asks the three following questions: 1. Do 
emotional disturbances enter into the causing of 
high blood pressure? 2. Is there anything specific 
or “special" about the personalities and conflicts of 
high blood pressure patients? 3. Ia the high blood 
pressure's emotional state important from the stand­ 
point of treatment? 
Dr. Murphy’s observations and the opinions of 
other investigators would show that while emo­ 
tional conflict cannot be regarded as the cause of 
high blood pressure, it has an intimate relation to 
the cause. Dr. Murphy disagrees with statements 
concerning a special type of personality as most 
likely or prone to develop high blood pressure. 
With this many physicians will not agree because 
most of the high blood pressure patients who consult 
them are irritable and tensed all the time or gross­ 
ly overweight. 
It is true that while the peptic ulcer patient is 
usually thin, with narrow chest, narrow abdomen 
which does not allow stomach to be in a good 
emptying position, there are exceptions and these 
exceptions can be explained by some sudden or un
